organisation  in  that  building  is  more  human. 

Lord  Xorthcliffe  encourages  initiative,  as  everyone  i;; 
Fleet  Street  knows.  He  believes  in  big  men  for  bu 
things.  The  present  manager,  Howard  Corbett,  prac- 
tically runs  the  whole  building  without  interference.  }]< 
has  the  ilistincticjn  of  being  one  (A  the  youngest  managers 
in  the  history  of  the  paper,  and,  if  he  overcome  a  great 
<lilicacy  of  constiiuti(jn.  may  leave  a  mark  in  Printins: 
House  S(iuare  as  permanent  as  that  of  his  predecessors. 

OtAi.iMCATioNs  FOR  JoiKNALisM.— Lord  Northcliff- 
charged  me  with  saying  th^it  he  himself  was  not  a  good 
man  of  business  !  I  replied  that  what  I  had  said  was  tha; 
I  thought  he  was  a  better  journalist  than  man  of  busines?, 
which  might  still  leave  him  a  good  business  man.  H^ 
thereupon  expressed  the  opinion  that  a  man  could  be  a 
successful  newspaper  proprietor  without  being  an  adept 
in  business. 

Incidentally,  it  might  be  added  that  the  history  of  Fleet 
Street  shows  that  a  man  can  be  a  commercial  genius  and 
no  journalist,  but  yet  make  a  success  of  a  paper.  It 
is  dilTicult  to  find  the  man  with  imagination  and  forr- 
sight  who  can  plan  ahead  and  always  judge  what  is  the 
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ri.yht  policy  to  be  followed,  wiiereas  it  is  probably  easier  to 
^ci  i,H)()d  wriic-rs. 

Lord  Xorthcliffc  deprt-ciatt's  his  own  achifv<'m.-nts  with 
The  Times.  One  can  only  reply  that  to  us,  who  arc  in 
M.-.t  Strcut,  his  own  spirit  breathes  in  everv  coiumn  of  the 
paper.  When  I  complimented  him  on  his  well-known 
ariule,  "The  Army  Behind  the  Army,"  his  only  comment 
was,  "  I  hank  you  very  much,  it  was  well  liked,'  and  every 
word  of  it  true." 

He  wishes  a  man  to  have  a  mind  of  his  own,  and  has 
the  keenest  eye  possible  for  a  man's  qualities.  A  thinp 
tha-  tascinales  me  about  his  conversation  is  his  gift 
(t  summing  up  a  man  in  a  phrase.  John  Walter  the 
Second  he  described  to  me  as  "the  greatest  man  The  Times 
ever  had."  Another  personality  he  summed  up  as  "a  f^ne 
book  reviewer-nothing  more."  "A  great  gentleman"— 
"an  mcompetent  ass,"  and  so  on.  When  one  knew  the 
names  and  careers  of  the  men  referred  to,  the  amazing 
apincss  of  the  epithets  was  apparent. 

l.oRi)  XoRTHci.ii.i.-i-'s  Personality.— This  gift  of  dia- 
,^Mi..s,n,^^  character,  so  to  speak,  is  allied  to  an  extra- 
ordinary memory.  I  have  rarely  met  a  man  who  remem- 
fH-red  facts  and  faces  so  well.  Lord  XorthclifTe  has, 
mdr'M,  a  remarkable  equipment  of  strength  of  mind  and 
manner  which  gives  to  his  personality  a  wonderful  charm. 
As  he  uses  his  memory  for  facts  and  figures  in  his  dailv 
^vork,  so  he  uses  his  memory  for  faces  and  conversation  in 
|he  exercise  of  a  supreme  tact  that  conveys  to  one  whom 
'"•  lias  met  before  a  gratifying  sensation  of  having  left 
an  agreeable  impression.  This  is  heightened  bv  the  way 
•n  which  he  devotes  his  whole  attention  to  the  subject  he 
'lisnisses.  whether  it  is  personal  or  otherwise.  For  the 
mnm.nt  he  locks  every  compartment  of  his  brain  save  one 
;^'"' !;  I'e  uses  for  the  time  being.  When  vou  have  gone. 
'»•  will  lock  this,  too,  and  open  another.  If.  in  the  course 
ot  conversation,  you  ask  him  a  question,  there  is  another 
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nifjiital  pigcon-liole  fully  stored  with  all  the  information 
you  want.  Never,  apparently,  touki  there  be  a  mind  better 
efiuipped  for  its  special  needs  and  more  methodically 
ordered  than  his. 

I  had  a  U>n<^  eonversalion  ^vith  him  once,  and  after 
asking  him  not  to  let  me  detain  him  unduly,  inquired  his 
opinion  why  the  busiest  men  always  seem  to  have  the 
most  time  to  spare. 

"They  do  not  necessarily  have  the  most  time  to  spare," 
he  replied.  "It  depends  on  what  time  of  the  day  chey 
begin  work." 

An  Eye  for  Good  Men.— His  own  work  begins  at 
5.:,o  a.m.  It  ends  about  six  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  he 
retires  about  9.30  to  10.  My  lai  ented  friend,  Hugh 
Spotiiswoode,  of  delightful  memory,  told  me  once  that  he 
was  staying  with  Lord  Northcliffe  at  Sutton  Place.  They 
had  arranged  to  go  over  to  Woking  for  a  round  of  golf, 
and  had  an  early  breakfast  at  eight  o'clock.  His  host  had 
already  dictated  two  leading  articles  when  they  sat  down  to 
the  meal.  For  social  life  he  cares  little,  although  I  liked 
the  picture  he  indicated  when  he  said,  "  I  am  going  to  the 
theatre  to-night,  but  only  because  I  want  to  take  some 
people  who  are  anxious  to  see  the  performance." 

From  such  things  one  gathers  the  secrets  of  Lore' 
NorthclifTe's  power.  He  is  very  human  himself  and  he 
knows  human  nature.  That  is  one  reason  why  he  knows 
how  to  pick  men.  I  remarked  recently  that  the  journalist 
who  does  good  work  may  find  that  very  keen  eyes  are 
upon  him.  The  present  editor  of  The  Titncs  is  a  case  in 
point.  Lord  NorthclifTe,  unknown  to  him,  watched  his 
career  for  a  considerable  time,  and  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  he  possessed  unicjue  qualifications  for  his  task.  His 
successes  at  Eton  and  Oxford  culmin;ned  in  a  Fellowship 
of  All  Souls,  of  which  he  is  now  sub-warden,  a  secretary- 
ship to  Lord  Milner,  and  the  complete  control  of  the  Star 
and  T.Ciuhr  groups  of  journals  in  Johannesburg.

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hs  work  as  Times  correspondent  in  South  Africa  which 
brought  him  prominently  under  the  notice  of  L<,rd  X(;rtli- 
lIiiTc,  with  whom  he  found  iiimseif  in  strict  accord  in  tlieir 
mimial  views.  Mr.  (ieijifrey  Robinson's  unicjue  editorial 
gil!>,  the  independent  manner  in  whicli  lie  conducted 
jniirnals  owned  by  mine  owners-  not  aluays  in  the  way 
!lu-  mine  owners  wished  -especially  appealed  to  the  present 
luniroliing  proprietor. 

JoiiN-  Waltlk  hie  Second.— Lord  Xortlicliffe,  by  the 
way,  paints  a  vivid  pictur.-  of  John  Walter  the  Second, 
which  to  my  mind  bears  a  striking  resemblance  to  himself! 
He  describes  him  as  "the  real  inventor  of  modern  I-ngii^h 
journalism."  "Ihe  records  of  Tlic  Times,"  he  says 
".how  that  Mr.  Walter  was  a  driving  force  such  as  docs 
not  exist  in  English  journalism  in  our  time."  Residing  in 
a  charming  old  house,  which  is  still  part  of  the  great 
premises  at  Printing  House  Square,  and  of  which  a  view 
appears  in  the  adjoining  illustration,  he  had  around  him 
in  surrounding  residences  an  emergency  staff  of  reporters 
compositors,  and  machine-men,  who  could  be  summoned 
at  a  moment's  notice  by  the  loud  ringing  of  a  hand-bell. 
In  addition  to  the  ordinary  issue  of  The  Times,  which  was 
published  at  an  hour  varyingr  between  fiv-  and  eight  each 
morning,  emergency  issues  appeared  on  occasions  at  all 
hours  of  the  day,  weekdays  and  Sundavs.  Competition 
was  at  least  as  keen  in  those  days  as  it  is  at  present,  and 
the  fight  between  The  Times  and  the  Morning  Chronicle 
equalled  in  ferocity  and  expenditure  anything  of  the  kind 
•n  mcKiern  newspaper  warfare.  As  a  writer.  John  Walter 
was  p<,ssessed  of  a  style  so  vigorous  as  to  bring  him  into 
violent  conflict  with  his  contemporaries 

StrRET  History  of  "Ihe  Times."-I  onlv  wish  Icould 
'•11  all  the  interesting  things  Lord  NorthclifTe  told  me 
a  out  the  history  of  The  Times.  I  must  content  myself 
^■'.1  a  few  of  the  most  important  items,  relating  in  the 
-a.n  to  the  past   twenty-one  years.     As  yet   there   is  no 
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standard  book  tcjvrnni;  tlic  In^lury  of  ilii-  paper,  and  for 
tliis  reason  I  will  mention  one  or  iwo  tacts  uliiili  deserve 
record.  An  early  view  of  The  Times  printing  otiice  shows 
ilif  \vor<is  livcniuf^'  Mail  ijn  each  side  of  "The  Times 
(Jt'fice  "  (see  the  jjjate  lacinj^r  P^'K''  -")•  ''  '"^  ""^  generally 
known  that  liie  l-^veniu^  Mail  is  sull  m  existence  under 
the  title  of  tile  Mail.  It  is  issued  tri-weekly,  and  Lord 
XorthciitTe  savs  th.it  it  has  "a  curious  circulation"  in 
China  and  liie  I"ar  I'last.  lie  made  a  pi(jiiant  comparison 
for  me  between  Tlie  Times  in  the  early  j^art  of  the  nine- 
teenth century  and  to-day.  "It  was,"  he  sdid,  "in  con- 
stant trouble  with  the  authorities,  wlio  punished  it  by 
fining  and  iinprisnning  the  proprietors,  depriving  them 
of  the  patronage  (jf  Government  advertisements,  and 
otherwise  l)eliaving  themselves  as  Governments  of  a 
liundred  years  later." 

His  descripti(.n  of  the  second  John  Walter  as  tlie 
inventor  of  modern  Englisli  journalism  is  supported  by 
many  examples  of  his  enterprise.  On  the  general  estab- 
lishment of  steam-packet  boats,  lie  engaged  them  for  the 
exclusive  service  of  The  Times  with  apparently  reckless 
extravagance,  and  the  <arliest  railway  engines  were  con- 
stantly used  for  tranrmission  by  the  reporters.  He  him- 
self on  occasion  would  set  up  his  writings  in  type  with  hi'; 
own  hand.  In  this  connection  the  engraving  in  The  Times 
oflice  of  the  first  impression  (dedicated  to  John  Walter) 
from  a  self-acting  printing  press  is  not  without  interest. 

The  Times  has  always  been  well  printed,  and  naturally 
so,  for  the  Walters  were  originally  printers  and  were  very 
progressive.  It  had  the  very  earliest  rotary  presses  and 
type-setting  machines,  and  it  is  in  accordance  with  the 
fitness  of  things  that  since  the  latest  chancre  of  ownership 
the  mechanical  establishment  at  Printing  House  Square 
has  l)een  entirely  r-'fitted.  In  order  to  obtain  the  present 
clearn<'ss  of  type.  Lord  NorthclifTe,  after  examining;  the 
working  of  the  monotype  in  the  L^nited  States,  installed  it 
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;i:  Printing  House  Square,  and  it  is  this,  in  conjunctiun 
v,:th  the  very  latest  Goss  and  Hoe  presses,  and  paper  made 
ol  linest  Newfoundland  pulp,  which  gives  a  general 
appi'arance  that  leaves  little  to  Ik-  desired. 

A  I'kkioi)  of  Di-clink.— To  go  back  to  th<'  time  when 
what  I  may  term  "the  great  period  of  de(  line  "  set  in,  we 
tind  that  Printing  House  Square  was  suffering  from  what 
Lord  Northcliffi-  describes  as  "Anno  Domini,"  for  in  his 
words  "it  WIS  '  Anno  Domini  '  that  was  largely  responsible 
tnr  thf  iiluiider  of  the  publicatam  of  the  forged  Parnell 
IctK-rs,  a  tragedy  in  the  history  of  newspapers  almost 
wiilioul  [irecedent." 

Prior  to  that  culminating  disaster,  however.  The  Times 
had    hern    sutlrring    from    over-confidence,    due    to    unin- 
t.Trii[n.'d     success.        Having    demolished     the    Mnrniri<; 
Chr<niiclc  and  the  lest  of  its  contemp,)raries,  the  proprietors 
did  not    pay   sufticient  attention    to  the  oncoming  of   the 
Dully    Tclerrraph,    which,     in    Lord    Northcliffe's    words, 
"appeared  in  Fleet  Street  in  1H55,  in  the  rags  of  Cinderella. 
and  was  extremely  well  gowned  in  1861,  when  it  began  to 
h-.i-  Thr  Times  in  obtaining  news  of  the  Civil  War  in  the 
dis-("nifd  States."     The  "human  interest  "  of  The  Times 
^U"  declined,  and  its  recording  of  the  lighter  side  of  life 
«hi.h  had  formed  a  real   part  of  its  success,   was  not  so 
prnnniincf'd  as  before-facts  which  the  late  Lord  Burnham 
and  Ins  father  were  not  slow  to  appreciate.     None  the  less, 
'!i"  .Htuai  prosperity  of  The  Times  continued  to  increase,' 
■and  <l,d  so  continuously   until   the   Franco-Prussian   war' 
^^'^-n  the  paper,  though  well  served,  was  badly  defeated  in 
caihering  war  information  by  the  Dailv  Ne'u.'s.

D'lane  was  no  longer  as  active  as  he  had  been,  and  had 
not  the  stiinulus  of  association  with  so  "live"  a  man  as  the 
Sffond  fohn  Walter.

It  is  not 
necessary  to  tlwell  upon  the  S(  heme,  or  uf)on  the  impos- 
sibilities of  elTectixely  carrying  on  so  grandiose  a  project, 
or  npnn  the  inevitable  (juarrelling  with  the  publishers  and 
booksellers,  or  upon  the  growth  of  tin-  litigation  which 
accompanied  this  experiment.  It  is  unprofitable  to  dilate 
upon  tlie  waning  of  etru  iency  in  distribution  and  the 
passing  into  oblivion  of  its  machinerv  of  production.  A 
certain,  l)ut  very  small,  body  of  reatiers  staved  staunch, 
the  majority  of  them  being  foreign  bankers,  consuls,  ;

N.-.turally,  it  was  a  most  tempting  pro- 
pnvil  from  eveiy  point  of  view,  and  it  was  rendered  doul)ly 
attractive  by  the  way  in  which  it  was  made.

IHe  Coln-tess  Bathurst.— Countess  Bathurst  im-

".  and  It  is  due  solely  to  her  own  deliberate  choice  that  the 
i'mehght  of  publicity  does  not  reveal  her  capacity.  She 
'^  a  rare  combination  of  the  world  which  we  call  "Society  " 
'"^d  the  world  where  great  things  are  done,  and  this  fact 
N-inus  the  measure  of  her  mind.     I  -hould  miagine  that 
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slie  regards  her  social  ubligations  in  much  the  same  way 
ihat  .slic  rL'gaid'5  her  duties— as  a  phase  uf  life  involving 
rcspunsibiUty  but  not  frivolity.  It  ia  not  my  desire  to 
disturb  the  privacy  in  which  she  wislies  to  remain,  but 
merely  to  record  in  these  notes  an  impression  of  one  of 
the  great  figures  in  the  journalistic  world  of  our  day.  The 
Hon.  Lancehjt  Bathurst,  the  youn-cr  brcuher  of  liarl 
Bathurst,  Kjok  up  liie  position  of  manager  instead  of 
myself,  but  unfortunately,  owing  \n  a  breakdown  in 
health,  was  obliged  to  give  it  up  after  ihrtc  or  ffjur  years' 
enthusiastic  work,  during  which  time  it  was  my  pleasure 
to  meet  him  fre(iuentlv. 

I  doubt  whether  any  other  countrv  possesses  a  news- 
paper with  sucli  unique  characteristics  as  the  Mornin;^ 
Post— the  word  "fashional)le  "  immediately  comes  to  mirni 
in  connection  with  it.  It  is  essentially  aristocratic,  as  its 
Society  intelligence  shows,  and  as  one  can  see  from  the 
advertisements  in  which  "Yellow  Plush"  and  "Made- 
moiselle"  and  their  like  make  known  their  qualitications 
for  service  or  inquire  for  vacancies. 

It  would  not  be  right,  however,  to  regard  the  Morning 
Post  merely  as  the  organ  of  Belgravia.  It  has  always  been 
ably  edited,  and  iis  influence  is  well  known  to  those  who 
are  acquainted  wi»h  its  history.  Its  greatest  days  date  from 
the  time  when  the  late  Lord  Clenesk  bought  the  paper  and 
by  his  clever  management  and  sound  editing  turned  the 
venture  into  an  assured  success. 

Qi  AiN-T  Annolnci^ments.— It  may  be  interesting  to 
note  that  in  1772,  the  year  of  its  first  publication  as  the 
Morning  Post  and  Daily  Advertising  Pamphlet,  the  size 
of  the  paper  was  eight  pages,  the  dimensions  being  twelve 
inches  long  by  eight  inches  broad.

•Mr.  OHvLT  liortliuick,  owing  to  the  sliortncss  of  liis 
career,  was  Utile  known  in  Fleet  Street.  Had  he  lived  he 
might  have  been  a  conspicuous  figure  like  Lord  Burnham, 
and  our  meoKjries  of  him  would  have  been  the  richer  in 
coiisequciue.  lie  [planned  the  existing  Morning  Post 
ofl'ices,  and  one  (jf  his  last  achievements  was  to  arrani,'!' 
for  the  llrst  fourteen-page  issue  of  the  paper,  which  was 
|)ublished  in  1904.  lie  a!so  went  to  America,  and  from 
what  he  learnt  there  installed  the  present  printing- 
machines,  lie  was  one  of  the  most  popular  young  men 
in  London,  and  his  charm,  courtesy,  and  enormous  powtT 
of  wf)rk.  if  health  had  permitted,  would,  in  the  opinion  of 
his  friends,  have  made  him  one  of  ;he  greatest  men  of 
the  (lay. 

Tiie  late  Mr.  li.  L.  Peacock,  the  manager,  was  for 
many  years  honorary  secretary  of  the  Savage  Club.  I 
was  told  of  a  tribute  which  one  of  the  members  paid  1 1 
him  which  might  ecjually  be  applied  to  the  impression 
whicli  '  "  matle  on  his  fellow-journalists: 

"To  Peacock  duty  was  a  watchword,  and,  as  he  inter- 
preted duty,  it  meant  something  more  than  the  bare  per- 
forinance  of  that  which  he  had  undertaken  to  do;  he  strove 
to  leave  the  world  a  little  better  than  he  found  it.  It  was  a 
noble  purpose,  and  within  the  sphere  of  his  influence  i:e 
accomplished  it." 

Such  an  epitaph  reflects  credit  upon  the  man  himself, 
thL"  paper  he  served,  and  the  profession  he  adorned.  Hi- 
son,  Marry  Peacock,  who  now  cxupie?  his  father's  posi- 
tion, inherits  a  proud  legacy  in  the  memory  of  his  record, 
and  may  be  expected  to  maintain  it  worthily.

Rk.\I)i:i;s  oi-  1870.— It  is  remarkable  how  frequenil. 
we  still  hear  from  people  whose  families  have  sibscribtd 
from  the  first  issue  in  1846,  or  who  themselves  have  sub- 
scribed since  1S70.  It  was  the  war  in  1870  which  gav 
tlie  Daily  Scics  its  enormous  impetus,  owing  to  the  br:- 
liant  war  correspondence  of  Archibald  I-'orbes,  and  ;  • 
letters  of  Henry  Labouchere  from  besieged  Paris.  Th- 
fund  which  the  Daily  News  raised  at  the  time  for  the  rch': 
of  the  French  sufferers  by  the  war  was  one  of  the  earliK 
experiments  in  this  kind  of  journalistic  activity  and  createii 
a  deep  impression  in  France.  It  is  worth  noticing  as  .i 
parallel  that  it  is  again  in  war  time  that  t!ie  Daily  Sn- 
has  made  one  of  the  biggest  strides  in  its  histon.

To  sliow  the  effect  of  .Mr.  Garvin's  wck  I  must  '^o 
back  to  .ahiiut  i<io.'.  when  the  circulation  of  the  Chscrvcr, 
which  was  I'.ieii  still  a  twojienny  paper,  h.id  f<-i!len  to  little 
more  than  2.fX)o  weekly.  Lord  Xorthcliffe  bought  it 
in  !<)05,  and  offered  the  editorship  to  Mr.  Garvin,  but 
he  was  un.able  to  accept  the  invitation  as  he  was  then 
editor  of  the  (htt!(Ji>];.  which  he  had  just  turned  into  a 
sixpennv  review,  and  which  he  did  not  wish  to  desert  at 
a  critical  jierioil.  In  1006,  on  the  occasion  of  the  General 
Flection.  Lord  Nortluliffe  reduced  the  price  of  the 
Obscrvt-r  to  one  pennv.  but  the  change  did  not  have  mtub 
effect,  in  ihe  lutumn  of  the  ''ollowing  vear  Mr.  Garvin 
"as  again  offered  the  editorship  by  Lord  Northcliffe.
